The  majority 
of  fine  coins  which  have  been  preserved  to  the  present  day 
owe  their  condition  to  the  fact  that  the  peasant  women  of 
central  Europe  wore  their  dowries  as  jewelry,  attending’  pub- 
lic gathering’s,  like  fairs  and  dances,  completely  decked  out 
with  long  strings  and  festoons  of  coins  which  undoubtedly 
added  considerably  to  their  attractions  for  their  bucolic 
swains.  If  it  were  not  for  this  little  ethnological  detail,  the 
principal  collections  of  the  old  world  would  be  minus  some  of 
their  choicest  gems.  Loop  traces  on  a modern  machine-struck 
coin  are  defects,  but  on  those  prior  to  the  nineteenth  century 
they  are  scarcely  considered  where  the  specimen  is  otherwise 
perfect.
